discovered that the texture of stone adds a new contrast that is purely 
inspirational. As one leading decorator put it: "There's nothing so 
uninteresting as four plaster walls. Make one of those walls stone, and 
the room is immediately inviting, even before we begin to work," 



Because of the great revival of interest in this building material and to 
show you some of the colors and textures available in quarried stone, we've 
devoted four pages in the center of this book to the most honest reproduction 
of stone that the ink of a printer can produce. We would like to suggest 
that you visit your local stone quarryman or contractor and see the originals 
of these stones before you complete your construction plans.

FOREWORD 



HOME DESIGN TODAY 

The days of grotesque exterior design, characterized by ornateness and poor balance, are 
p^ssing.sToday's architect and designer strives to incorporate simplicity and good proportion. 
The result is an exterior that is both pleasing and restful to the eye. 

Of no less importance is the interior.. The floor plan of the home should provide the best 
traffic circulation possible with the size home being planned; it should afford a maximum amount 
of privacy; it should reflect the needs of the family; and above all, it should be an efficient 
place in which the housewife works. These are the bare requisites the architect and designer 
must keep in mind. 

While striving to attain these points he must consider construction costs. To design an ideal 
home while disregarding economy of construction is to put that home out of reach of most 
pocket-books. Standard construction procedure must be adherred to. Accepted and proven 
materials must be specified. However, an eye must be given to incorporating the more practical 
advancements whenever possible. 

We at Home Planners, Inc., feel that designer Richard B. Pollman and architects Palmquist & 
Wright have, in the following pages, exhibited great insight in creating their latest series of designs. 

SELECTING THE RIGHT HOME 

The aim of this book is to launch you into many pleasurable hours of home planning and 
building. 

In an effort to guide your thinking we urge you, when looking over these designs, to con- 
sider not so much your desires as your family needs. There are certain functions of home life 
that are well established— eating, sleeping, working and relaxing being the most common. Each 
of these functions has many variables, depending upon your modes of private and social living. 
It is the consideration of all the requirements of the family, and the provision for them in a 
comfortable and convenient manner, that will make the selecting of your home the right one. 

Consider your needs in relation to: the freedom of open planning, the traffic circulation, 
the practicability of dual use space, and the possibility of future expansion. Do you need a 
basement; is one feasible in your area? Do you need a dining room; is a dinning-L sufficient? 
Consider your present bathroom. Should you have a larger one or should you have a sepa- 
rate wash room? 

Neither can you overlook cost of home construction if you are to stay within your budget. 
To arrive at an approximation of cost, we suggest you obtain the cost of construction per square 
foot in your area and multiply it by the square footage we have shown for each design. Accurate 
costs can be obtained by consulting with your local builder, material dealer or architect, with 
blueprints and material lists of the home you have selected. 

If we in this book have set before you for the first time, in definite form, some of the 
ideas you have had difficulty visualizing; or if we have brought to you even a few new ideas 
you have never before visualized, we have been a success. But our greatest success will come 
from your having found here a home that meets your needs and those of your family. 

Editor 
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A good example of convenience and liv- 
ability is found in this contemporary design. 
It has nice proportion both inside and out- 
side. Notice the relationship of room place- 
ment and ground areas. Consider these 
outstanding points: 

Large rooms. 
Lots of light. 

Freedom of open planning in activities- 
kitchen and living-dining areas. 
Folding door permits closing off kitchen 
from activities room. 
Abundance of built-in features. 
Extensive storage space. 
Lavatory adjacent to activities room and 
study. 

Efficient placement of interior and exter- 
ior doorways (did you see the terrace off 
the master bedroom?). 
Traffic circulation which permits quick 
and independent passage to any part of 
house or grounds. 

Close proximity of all family activities by 
clever alignment of carport, activity room, 
play court and garden areas on one side 
of the lot. 

Beautiful exterior enhanced by low roof 
lines and effective use of quarried stone. 
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Here is proof that the small lot need not be a 
problem. The two contemporary homes shown on 
pages 4 and 5 offer good living to the city dweller 
who loves freedom and convenience.
